Danger to human life in the use 
of hydrocyanic gas for fumigation or 
disinfectation purposes in private 
dwellings and commercial or public 
buildings has resulted in tthe provin- 


cial board of health adopting new) 


regulations designed to protect per- 
sons against such ranger. 

Dr. R. B. Jenkins, city medical 
health officer, points out that hydro- 
cyanic gas used for fumigating in 
cases of communicable diseases is 
one of the deadliest poisons, death 
usually resulting when even a small 
quantity is inhaled. This gas has 
been responsible for deaths in other 
parts of the Dominion. 

The new regulations as published 
in the official gazette last week re- 
quire a person to make application 
to the medical health officer for 
permission to fumigate premises 24 
hours before fumigating is com- 
menced. The police and five depart- 
ments must also be notified, the 
fumigator being required to fill out 
a prepared form. 

A warning cand must also be at- 
tached to premises undergoing fumir 
gation. Regulations state: “Permits 
may be granted only to health offi- 
cers, qualified sanitary inspectors, 
chemists or entomologists who make 
application, and to fumigating ex- 
perts who shall satisfy the provincial

The winter wheat improvement 
work of the Cereal Division, Central 
Experimental Farm, Ottawa, is one

Eighty-five to ninety per cent 
the total winter wheat area 
Canada amounting to approximately 
600,000 acres annually is confined 
to Ontario and chiefly to the Central 
and Southern portions of the 
vince. The wheat principally grown 
in this section is a white wheat and 
is particularly valuable for milling 
into flour for the pastry, biscuit and 
cake trade. It is of value to the 
farmer in Central and Southern On- 
tario as a cash crop and is of nation-

COLD AND SPARKLING 
In the year 1850, there occurred 
in the ¢cicy of Loadon, an outbreak 
of chclere, Know: to history as the 
“Broad Street Pump Epidemic”. This 


pump which bt ca.ce famous, or In- 
; 


famous, as the source of a ancst ter- 


rible outbreak of cholera, had a fine 
local 1eputation because it provided 
water which was both cold and 
sparkling. 

At th’s period, cholera was not 


a rare disease, but suddenly, in the 
Parish of St. James, Westminster, it 
burst forth in unusual severity, and 
over five hundred deaths occurred 
within three months. The well in 
Broad Street came under suspicion, 
and, to put an end to its use, the 
pump handle was removed ‘by the au- 
thorities. 

Suspicion was directed towards the 
well bscause investigation revealed 
the fact that the disease was practi- 
cally limited to those who used the 
water; those who did not drink of 
|the well, such as the employees of 
a brewery in Broad Street, escaped. 
‘It was shown that the disease de- 
veloped in persons who, coming from 
other parts, used the water, as it 
did also among those who had the 
water brought to them. 

The Broad Street Pump HEpidemic 
is of interest to us as it was one of 
the first epidemics recognized as wa-

The result of 
‘hese unfortunate experiences is 
that we, who have learned the les- 
son, are no longer expcsid to danger 
from cholera and other water-borne

Nevertheless, there are still some 


who have not learned the lesson. 
There ure still those who think that 
water which is cold and sparkling 
must be safe. Every autumn we 
see fall victims to disease those who 


uave forgotten that when they go in- 
to the country, it is not safe to use 
waer unless the supply is known to 
be safe, regardless of the appearance 
of the water. 

It is always wise to boil 
;when there is any question as to its

purity. The safety of water can be 
determined ‘by means of certain 
tests. Provincial Health Depart-

Twenty-four 
of these are sunk beyond knowledge. 
The story about the sun standing 
stil! for Joshua is quoted from an old 
book of war songs known as the 
Book of Jasher or the Book of the 
Just (Joshua 10:13). David's “Song 
of the Bow" (II Samuel 1:18) is 
from the same book, but except for 
these fragments the Book of the 
Just has perished. So also has an- 


other old song book, The Book of 


| are 


The books of Kings are largely 
compiled from more extended re- 
cords, which sometimes are referred 
to by name. This is not the book of 
Chronicles that we have, which was 
written long after the book of 
Kings. 

We see, then that the Old Testa- 
ment ds the surviving portion of a 
much larger number of books. 1t 
does not comprise sacred as opposed 
to secular books, but is the whole 
body of ancient Hebrew literature 
now extant. Philo, an Alexandrian 
Jew who lived in the second century

we have but omits seventeen that 
in list.

JASPER PARK — THE FISHERS 


PARADISE 


The growing popularity of the 
spectacular trout fishing area of the 
Maligne Lake section of Jasper Na 
tional Park in the Canadian Rockies 
is shown by ‘the fact that during 
the 1934 season the National Park 
wardens issued 953 permits to fish- 
ermen entering this area to fish for 
speckled trout, an increase of 360 
permits over the previous season. Of 
this number, only 212 were local fish- 
erman, the remaining anglers com- 
ing from practically all parts of the 
world. 

The pure glacial waters of Maligne 
lake, coming from the icefields which 
surround its shores, were completely 
barren of all fish life until 1927 when 
the waters were planted with a quar- 
ter million of speckled trout eggs 
and since thin the results have been 
amazing fcr the size and quality of 
fish developed.
